THE  COLLEGE 
Location 


Florida  Normal  and  Industrial-Memorial  College  is  located  three  miles 
west  of  the  center  of  the  historic  city  of  Old  Saint  Augustine.  Its  inception 
grew  out  of  a  sincere  and  earnest  desire  on  the  part  of  its  founders  to 
establish  a  Christian  institution  for  underprivileged  youth  of  the  Negro 
race.  Situated  at  the  birth-place  of  American  history,  the  College 
offers  excellent  opportunities  for  first  hand  information  and  observa- 
tion of  the  conditions  and  factors  of  the  early  development  of  this 
nation. 

Saint  Augustine  is  resplendent  with  places  of  historical  and  cultural 
interests  such  as,  the  Fountain  of  Youth,  the  Oldest  House  in  the 
United  States,  the  Villa  Zoraydo,  the  Alligator  and  Ostrich  Farm,  the 
Narrowest  Street  in  the  United  States,  and  the  Oldest  Wooden  School 
House, 


SHORT  HISTORY 


Florida  Normal  and  Industrial- Memorial  College  was  founded  in  a  church 
in  1892  by  a  few  far-sighted  and  public  spirited  Christians  who  wanted 
to  provide  educational  and  vocational  training  for  the  young  men  and 
women  of  Florida  and  at  the  same  time  guide  them  in  building  a  strong 
Christian  character.  To  this  end  the  Institution  has  worked  diligently 

for  fifty-eight  years.  It  has  grown  from  a  meager  church  room  to  a 
plant  valued  at  over  three  quarter  million  dollars.  This  testifies  to  the 
confidence  the  workers  and  friends  have  put  into  the  program.

CURRICULA  ORGANIZATION 

The  College  has  three  main  instructional  divisions  namely: 

1.  Teacher  Training  Program  for  Elementary  School 
Teachers 

2.  Religious  Education  and  Theology 

3.  Vocational  Education -One  and  Two  Year  Programs 
L  TEACHER  TRAINING  LEADING  TO  THE  B.  S.  DEGREE 
The  College  offers  a  four  year  program  leading  to  the  Bachelor 
of  Science  Degree  in  Elementary  Education. 

II.  RELIGIOUS   EDUCATION  LEADING  TO  THE  B.  S. 

DEGREE 

The  division  of  Religious  Education  and  Theology  is  organiz- 
ed to  meet  the  needs  of  the  ministry  of  Florida  and  special- 
ized religious  workers.  It  offers  the  Bachelor's  Degree  for 
persons  who  meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  division.  In 
addition,  it  provides  courses  which  will  meet  the  needs  of 
religious  leaders  below  the  College  level.  It  offers  a  four-year 
program  leading  toward  the  Bachelor's  Degree  in  Religious 
Education  and  Theology. 

III.  VOCATIONAL  EDUCATION  &  GENERAL  TRADES 

This  division  offers  courses  primarily  for  those  persons  who 
are  not  seeking  to  qualify  for  a  degree,  but  who  are  desirous 
of  developing  the  necessary  skill  for  specific  employment  in 
a  particular  trade.  The  length  of  time  required  for  comple- 
tion of  these  trades  may  vary  from  one  to  two  years.

In  the  lower  division  of  the  College  (Freshman  and  Sopho- 
more years)  practically  all  the  courses  are  in  General  Educa- 
tion and  will  be  the  same  for  all  students  regardless  of  what 
major  the  student  takes.  Therefore  students  may  take  work 
on  this  level  whatever  their  major  might  be. 


METHODS  OF  ADMISSION 


Candidates  for  admission  to  the  College  are  admitted 


i.  By  Certificate — This  must  include  a  complete  transcript 
of  the  student's  record  and  should  show  the  satisfactory 
completion  of  the  work  of  an  approved  high  school  with 
fifteen  acceptable  units  for  college  entrance. 


2.  a.  Students  presenting  fifteen  units  from  a  non-accredit- 
ed high  school  may  be  admitted  upon  the  successful  pass- 
ing of  the  College  entrance  examination, 
b.  Mature  students  may  be  admitted  to  the  College  as 
regular  students  by  passing  examinations  given  by  the 
County  Superintendent  or  under  his  direction. 


As  a  special  student — Mature  persons  who  desire  to  pur- 
sue some  special  subjects  and  who  have  the  necessary 
preliminary  training  are  allowed  to  enter  various  courses 
of  the  College  without  becoming  candidates  for  a  diploma 
or  degree.  Such  students  may  become  regular  college 
students  only  by  vote  of  the  faculty.  Such  students  are 
also  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  as  regular 
students. 


ATHLETICS  AND  RECREATION 


The  College  is  both  ideally  located  and  particularly  fav- 
ored with  climatic  conditions  which  are  conducive  to  a 
variety  of  athletic  and  recreational  activities,  and  the  Insti- 
tution lends  its  entire  support  to  the  encouragement  of  full 
student  participation.  Among  the  activities  provided  are: 
football,  basketball,  tennis,  softball,  volley  ball,  badminton, 
croquet,  horseshoe  pitching,  skating,  archery  and  swimming. 
Opportunities  for  dramatic  presentations,  musicals,  recitals, 
and  religious  participation  also  serve  to  provide  cultural  and 
spiritual  experiences  which  are  necessary  for  the  complete 
development  of  a  Christian  personality. 


RELIGIOUS  LIFE 


The  College  has  a  very  rich  religious  tradition,  and  has 
attempted  to  develop  this  heritage  and  cultivate  the  Chris- 
tian ideals  out  of  which  it  was  born  and  nurtured.  All  stu- 
dents are  encouraged  to  participate  in  and  translate  into 
personal  and  social  action  the  ethical  principles  of  the 
Christian  religion.  To  facilitate  the  development  of  these 
attitudes  and  practices,  the  College  provides  daily  CHAPEL 
ASSEMBLY,  VESPERS  SERVICES  every  Sunday  after- 
noon, SUNDAY  SCHOOL  each  Sunday  morning,  and  PRAY- 
ER MEETINGS  each  Wednesday  night.  In  addition  to 
those,  the  College  provides  for  Y.W.C.A.,  Y.M.C.A.,  and 
other  such  organizations.
